sor Huxley, mi tbo dirrctevidence of evolu- 
tion, was delivered at Cliiclioring Hall, Now 
Vork. Monday 
evening. 
The house was 


crowded. 
He spoke of Iho throe theories 


which hnvo been held as to the origin of 
Iho present order of things in nature. 
Tbo 


lirst supposes this to havo existed as it is 
from nil eternity; tho second assumes thnt 
tho universe was created at no very remote 
period, in about ils present condition nnd in 
tho course of six material days; 
this ho 


called the hypothesis nf Milton rather than 
that of tho liible, because thoro is no doubt 
ns'to v.'hat Milior. j:ie.:i;it in his AeeGuiit of 
tbo creation. The third hypothesis is that 
of evolution. The lecturer snid the subject 
was a matter of fact and not of philosophy 
or speculation, and he should deal with it 
ns such. 
Evidence existed in tho crust of 


tho onrth and was uneonlrovertible BO far as 
it went. 
Ho then proceeded to show that 


the fi'.els ns established by tbo ovidoncn 
wero wholly inconsistent wi'th the first and 
second Ihcories of which he had spoken nud 
fully supported the third. The evidence 
which was furnished in tho record of tho 
rooks was of throe kinds.

and neither sustained nor contradicted tho 
hypothesis of evolution.
